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The right to travel includes the right to unimpeded interstate travel to obtain an abortion and other medical 
services. 


The right to travel includes the right to unimpeded interstate travel to obtain an abortion and other medical services! 
and has been held to have been violated by the actions of abortion protestors engaging in conspiracy to prevent 


women from obtaining access to abortion facilities.” Antiabortion protestors’ blockading of abortion clinics with 
the intention of closing them down, forcing women to make several trips or detours to obtain the desired medical 
services, impermissibly interfered with and impaired the constitutional right of women seeking abortions to travel 


freely.” However, an antiabortion demonstration blocking access to an abortion clinic which is a purely intrastate 


travel restriction does not implicate the right of interstate travel.* 
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
